“The  Bridge  on  the  River  Rwai” 
deserves  all  the  awards  that  it 
lias  won.

(Sessue  Ha}'akawa)  in  a Japan-

Nicholson  refuses  to  let  his  of- 
ficers work  on  the  construction 
of  a railroad  bridge  over  the  Riv- 
er Kwai.  His  courage  and  stub- 
bomess  lead  to  Saito’s  capitula- 
tion. Nicholson  then  takes  ov'er 
and  constructs  a great  bridge. 

Tile  second  story  is  about  the 
attempt  of  a group  of  British 
commandos  (including  William 
Holden  and  Jack  Hawkins  to 
blov\'  lip  the  bridge.  The  picture 
moves  to  a death-filled  conclus- 
ion as  Nicholson  tries  to  protect 
the  bridge  from  the  commandos.

HOTXl'^VOOD  also  managed  to 
change  a group  of  fighting  parti- 
sans (male)  in  Boulle’s  novel  into 
charming  Siamese  porters  (fe- 
male), Besides  carrying  supplies, 
these  beauties  find  time  to  bathe 
below  a convenient  waterfall  and 
to  bestow  fond  looks  upon  the 
commandos. 

With  fine  acting,  great  direc 
tion.  a good  story  and  some 
breath-taking  scenery.  “The 
Bridge  on  the  Riv'er  Kwai”  is 
one  of  the  best  movies  we  have 
ev’er  seen.

Despite  eight  notches  on  his 
Colt  .41,  Smokey  is  quick  to  as- 
sure listeners  that  his  present 
travels  are  confined  to  a good- 
will mission  for  his  hometowm 
American  Legion  post  in  Thom- 
asville,  Ga.  He  is  walking  — yes 
walking  — from  Georgia  to 
Anchorage,  Alaska. 

If  past  performance  is  any  in- 
dication, he’ll  make  it  there,  and 
back  to  Thomasville,  without  too 
much  trouble.  He’s  made  the 
trek  once  already  since  his  wife 
and  two  college  children  were 
killed  in  a cattle  stampede  in 
1947. 

Some  inebriated  cowhands  got 
to  celebrateing  Fourth  of  July 
out  of  season  and  got  the  cattle 
all  worked  up  with  firecrackers, 
trapping  the  family  in  a narrow 
pass. 

With  more  than  37,000  miles 
of  walking  to  his  cedit,  he  ex- 
pects to  keep  adding  to  the  total 
of  44  pairs  of  boots  and  23  pairs 
of  ‘ moccasins  he  has  already 
worn  out.  He  also  expects  to  be 
back  in  Thomasville  by  Jan.  13, 
1960  to  celebrate  birthdays  with 
the  chief  of  police  there.  He  left 
from  Georgia  on  his  last  birth- 
day. 

On  the  subject  of  his  eight 
notches,  Smokey  confidently 
maintained,  “Well,  they  forced 
mj*  hand  — I warned  ’em  ” He 
also  laughed  off  today ’4.  TV  her- 
oes,  and  told  would-be-gun- 
sHngers  to  drop  low  and  turn 
sideways,  giving  opponents  a
